tify idl churches and ministers in diet 
loodKy, with hopes of unifying tret 
dmrdies, forming a new minitterial 
associtrion, and better serving the 
A^fkiia Beach community. 

"For lack of abetter name, we call it 
the Greater IHaza Area Ministerial 
Association," said The Reverend 
Samuel Austin, pastor. Bow Creek 
Presbyterian Church located at 
Rosemont Road and South Plaza 
Trail. 

Austin, a three and one-half year 
^-ilow Creek pastor and Virginia Beach 
resident, is spearheading the move to 
form the Plaza Ministerial 
Association. Last year he mailed about 
16 letters to different dernr in the 
greater Plaza area, including Oreen 
Run, Windsor Woods, Birchwood. 
Thtiim. and Hilltop, inviting the 
ministnrs, of difterent rdigioas dencMn- 
inatioiu, to a group meeting held back 
in January. Meetings continued in 
Febrvary and March with about eight 
ot nine ministers in total attendance. 
The next one irifl hdd on Tuesday, 
April 20 at noon at Bow Creek 
. Presbyterian Onirdi. 

Austin predicts it will take one or 
two yetfs to get the Ffaza Ministerial 
AssodatioB in full swing. In the mean- 
time, work is continuing to bring the 
local Plaza rdigious groups xxfti^ba. 

"There are already several good, 
ongoing church organizations in the 
I%za area," Austin said. "We're not 
mwely talking about meeting for 
cooperative worship services, but to 
work together, and be aware of co«i> 
mnnity needs, be aware of agendes 
eittbUshcd to meet those needs, and 
determine the resources the Plaza 
dmrchcs can pull together to h^ meet 
dKMe community needs. " 

Austin, who tells the story of not 



knowing one of his Brothan located 
just down the strert from him, said 
there is a need for more interactiiMi 
between local churches. 

"1 don't see a wfat^ lot of inititive 
on the part of local church ministers to 
communicate and help serve the ctMn- 
munity," Austin said. "Different 
c|iurdies work with agendes like the 
Vkgima Beach Department of Social 
Services. I think if the Plaza chiirdies 
puBed tofetho- we could work more 
efficiently with the different sodal 
agencies, and in turn bctto: serve the 
community."

The churches are broken down 
into zip code areas, and each church 
receives a "duty week" in which the 
church assists social worken. But, says 
Stephens, Sodal Services always need 
more contributing churches.

VEC Reopens April 15 

The Virgfliia Employment COlnmlssion (VEQ will 
return to Virginia Beach on April 15. 

The office will be located at die Lynnhaven Con- 
venience Shopping Center on Virgiiiia Beach Boulevard 
near Beach Ford and RK Chevrolet. 

The VEC pulled out of the Beach and other Tidewater 
communities when federal fund* were withdrawn. Some 
of the funds have been restored making it possible to 
open an office in the Beach. Under the new 
arrangement, however,' the city will have to pick up the 
tab for the office space and utilities. The VEC wiU fur- 
nish the personnel, both employment and unem- 
ployment, and telephone and other expenses. Interim 
City Manager Giles Dodd said that the 2000 square feet 
of office space being rented by the city will cost ap- 
proximately SI 3, 000 a year. 



City Records Filmed 

Virginia Beach City Council records will be micro- 
filmed and stored for posterity. 

The state will foot the bill, according to SUte Ar- 
chivist Louis H. Manarin, saving the city space and the 
cost of purchasing additional filing cabinets for in- 
creasing numbers of records. In the future the city will 
have to purchase one or more microfilm readers and 
printers for approximately SS,000.

Volunteer Benefits 

An ordinance approved by Virginia Beach" aty 
Council Monday afternoon makes it possible for vohin- 
teer fire and rescue squad personnel to continue to 
receive benefits under the Virginia Line of Duty Act. A 
change in sUte legislation made it necessary to change 
the city's ordinance. All the volunteer fire departments 
and rescue squads are included in the ordinance as well 
IS auxiliary police and three non-chartered but city- 
recognized volunteer fire departments. 



Loop Bikeway Project 

The Oceanfront Loop Bikeway project Is re«iy to 
bid. The State Department of Highways and Transpor- 
tation will improve existing bike paths and construct 
new paths in the oceanfront area with a $56,250 sUte 
grant and $33,750 from the city. 

Ctty Council Monday afternoon accepted the grant 
and made the necessary at>t>ropriations. 



Then he learned there were people' who didn't take 
kindly to 12-foot fences in their neighborhood. They 
wanted the old ordinance back. That one Uraited fenoas 
to eight feet within the setback. One speaker envistoiwd 
a neighborhood yard-to-yard tennis courts with 12-foot 
fences divided by a ten-foot strip (five feet on each side) 
of unreachable grass. 

Monday afternoon, Alison Maynard, president of the 
Baylake Pines Civic League, asked Council to refer the 
matter back to the Planning Commission. If fences are 
increased from eight feet to 12 feet for tennis courts, it 
would be "an encroachment, a piecemeal erosion of the 
setback buffer." He said he wanted the old ordinance 
restored. 

Holland accommodated, moved to refer the matter 
back to the Planning Commission with the direction to 
re-evaluate the original recomnjendations, the original 
ordinance and any new proposals which they may see 
fit. 

Councihnan Reid Ervin suggested adding tennis cour- 
ts to the considerations. 

Councilwoiiian Barbara Henley said that perhaps 
some tlioi^bt should be given, on whit size lot a.^ennis 
court would be permitted. 

Does that mean. Vice Mayor Harold Heischober 
askedt that peo^ io R-1 would be allowed to have ten- 
nis courts but not those in R-5 (a more intense zoning)? 

Council approved Holland's motion by a vote of 8-1 
with Coundhnan W. H. Kitchin III dissenting. Coun- 
cihnan Patrick L. Standing and Dr. E. T. Buchanan 
were absent.

Coupons, refunds, "2 
for 1*1, cenu off' and 
"freebks" can be used by 
Virginia Beach reiidenu 
to beat the high cost of 
food and housefa<M bilb.

SiUca gel is available at 
florists and garden cen- 
ters.

Consumers About Transient Contractors 



The Vi»;inia Beach 
Consumer Protection Div- 
ision reminds residents 
that with the coming of 
spring, some transient 
home improvement con- 
tractors will again prey on 
unsuspecting consumers. 

Consumers are urged to 
take the following steps to 
protect theiBselycs : 

•Ask for proof of state 
registration. (The Virginia 
Beach Department of Per- 
mits and Inspections (427- 
4211) can confirm if the 
coctractor has, a proper 
state registration). 

•Virginia law provides a 
three (3) d&y cancellation 
period involving door-to- 
door solicitation of credit 
sales. 

•Citizens who have 
been approached or sus- 
pect that a transient con- 
tractor is in the com- 



munity should call the 
Virginia Beach Consumer 
Proteaion Division at 427- 
4421 with a description of 
the comractor's vehitle 
and license number. Any 
other information which 
can be provided would be 
of assistance. 

•Transient contractors 
tend to prey on the 
elderly. 

Although most con- 
tractors are legitimate 
businessmen, home- 
owners who need addit- 
ional information should 
pick up a copy of the 
pamphlet, "Home Im- 
provementj And You".

Fai|jute to show is Uamed on 
anything from no babpittcr or trans- 
portation, to sdiedoUng conflicts or 
not knowing wheic tlie courts are 
located. Essentially, this is where the 
Victim-Witness Program enters the 
acene and assisu the local criminal 
justice system. 

"Witnesses and victims of crime 
seem to be the 'forgotten people' of Oe 
criminal justice system," said Victim- 
Witness Program Co-(»dinator Minor 
Thomas. "The Commonwealth's At- 
torney's office in Virginia Beadi has 
long been concerned about this 
problem, and die impact it has not only 
on the individuals involved, but the 
administration of justice. 

•Therefore, we are haw>y to say that 
we have a firmly established program 
to aid victims and witnesses who, 
through no fauh of tlieir own. beonne 
involved in the criminal justice 
system." Minor continues. "A nu^ 
thmst of this program is to inform the 
puUie about criminal trials, and how 
individu^ can h^ themselves as wdl 
as assist in the prosecution of 
wrongdoers. 

Under the program, victims and wit- 
nesses subpoeaned ,to appear in 
Virginia Beach Circuit Court of 



Juvenile and Domestic Rdatioos Court 
are sent an initial introductory letter 
along with a brochure esplaining the 
Victim-Witness Program and a nu4> of 
the ^rginta Peadt- Mimicipal Center 
Comiriex, where the local couft rooms 
are located. On the back of all drcuit 
Court subpoenas are instructions to go 
to the victim/witness waiting room af- 
ter arriving at the court and to call the 
victim-witness hot-line which informs 
the parties if the court case has been 
postponed to extended to another date. 
When the case is dosed, letters are sent 
to the victims and/or witnesses infor- 
ming them of the results of the case 
and thanking them for their assistance. 
The program also offers partidpants a 
follow-up evaluation form of the 
Commonwealth's Attorney's Victim- ~ 
Witness Program. 

Sdortino said he has heard nothing 
but good tUngs about the pn^ram, 
whidi began with a S22,033 grant that 
he api^ed for and secured. This year's 
budget is $40,000. 

"I've talked with a number of 
peofrie in the dty and they have aD 
hi^ily praised how this office treated 
them when their court date came." 
Sdortino said, noting that many 
people ace u fff^miiiaT with courts and 
donU Ipww where to go. how to act. 
what to expect, ot even where to stand 



in the courtroom whOe approadung 
thebendi. 

"There was <Mie man whose wife is a 
doctor," Sdortino continued, "who 
indicated that the entire local medical 
profession is very han^y that the Vic- 
tim-Witness Program is engaged. It 
really hdps doctors who must make 
patient calls, or like the ordinary 
working man who must stay on the 
job, when they can call and find out in 
advance about any changes in thdr 
court date. It really saves them time." 
patients time." 



Many people caQ the program, 427- 
4401. to confirm their court date and 
report they'll be there. Others, 
however, cadi for directions to the 
courthouse, or for an idea of what to 
exped after they arrive in court. The' 
program has particular significance for 
tourisu. who, while visiting the dty 
witness an acddent or crime. An 
examide involves a 1980 automotnle hit 
and run accident which oocured at 
about 24th and Pacific. Two 
vacationing couples saw a car tear 
down the street, jump onto the nde- 
walk. strike a pedestrian, go back on 
the street, hit a car, and jump the 



sidewalk a^iin. The couito not only 
came back to AHrginia Beadi at a later 
date to testify against the ranaway 
car's driver, but they also wrote letters 
expressing their appredation lor the 
hospitality they reodved while serving 
with the Virginia Beach legal process. 



Since January 1, 1981, the victim- 
witness office has answered 2.S14 
phone calls from people wishing in- 
formation about the court proceedings 
in Virginia Beach, or for court date | 
verification. 

During the first three months of 
1981. phone calls numbered 170, 135, 
and 328. For the same months a year 
later, the total number of phone calls 
answered jumped to 367. 423, and 467. 

"People ate becoming more aware 
of the program, and are taking advan- 
tage of what if offers," Sdortino said. 
"I only hope more people take advan- 
tage of the program. That's what we're 
hke for." 

The number of contact letters the 
victim-witness office mailed out in 
1981 totaled 2,860, and another 1,237 
thus far in 1982 for a grand total of 
3,971 victim-witness letters mailed 
since the program began.

Operations and Tactics. The acnwym S.P.O.T. b a 
standing joke witliiJi ibe department, but the work of 
that bureau certainly is not. The S.P.O.T. Bureau 
comes under the command of the uniform division and 
is staffed by one captain, two Ucutcaanu. five scrfeantt 
and (me flight supervisor. Cumntly there are 42 
uniformed officers assigned to S.P.O.T. and the bureau 
is broken down into many specialty units. 

Among the specialty units is the dva disturbance unit 
(CDU). This unit is manned by afanoit every offloer in 
the S.P.O.T. bureau. The CDU Is rapoosible for riot 
and aowd control. On October 3, 1979. the CDU was 
responsible for cootroiUiw the Ku Kfan Ktaa and the 
oriaaiiation known as atixem Apimt Radon. TlM 
CDU nani^ to keep these two groope apart with only 
a few minor incidents. 

There are two seven-man tactical teams in the 
S.P.O.T. bureau. These two teams are in a constant 
training status and arc avaflable anytime of the ni^ or 
day. The tactical teams arc armed and equipped with 
modem up to date weapons and materials. Ad- 
ditionally, the teams incorixKate four highly trained 
snipers.

The DUI Van (Driving under the influenoe) is operated 
by S.P.O.T. officers to run on-the-spot testt of suspec- 
ted drunk drivers. They will go to any kxation 
requested by other ofricers.

A case of measles 
(rubeola) has been con- 
tracted by a student at 
Princess Anne High 
School, and school and 
dty health depaitment of- 
n lis are taking all 
precautions to ensure that 
the reM of the students at 
Princcii Amw High either 
are already immunized 
against measles or get im- 
munized inuncdiatdy. 

Measles, because of its 
airborne mode of tran- 
smission, is one of the 
most communicable 
diseases known to man, 
and. according to dau 
supplied by the State 
Department of Health, 
one case in a school 
represenu a potential 
epidemic. 

State law provides that 
upoa idcntificatioii of a 
measles outbreak in a 



public or private school, 
that all studenu of that 
school who cannot show 
proof of immunization 
against measles be ex- 
duded until they do. The 
State Health Com- 
missioner, James B. 
Kellcy. issued the ex- 
dusioo order April 7.

Will Cankerworms Invade Beach Again?

Last year at tWi time. VkBinia Beach WM invaded by 
man greea caterpfflan iHikdi wttt bitty deviating 
acres of trees and' dropping on unsusoecting 
pedestrians. Thdr name was cankerwonn an^ltivas tile 
worst infestation in tids century. Now tiiat spring has 
letumed, wiO theae cankerworms retom in great num- 
bers? 

Cankerwonu «c native to >nrginia Beadi, so they 
are not a new pest. There are two spedes, fan and qning 
cankerwonn. The seasonal names rrfcr to the seasons 
during wUdi the egp are laid, not when they appear. 
Both hatch in the spring and look venr mndi alike. 
~T::kakcfwonns hatdi hi mid Aprfl and immediately 
begin feeding on young foliage. The larvae will eat all 
but the midrib of the newly formed leaves and can. as 
they did last year, defoiUue entire trees. In fact, the 
population last year was so large that you could acteaUy 



bear them eating! Four or five weeks after hatddng, 
they win dn9 flrem the trees on silk strands and pupate 
in the soft. U is Airing this jouney to the ground that 
people reatty bepooM aware of them. In the following 
fall or ipring. tiie smaO, whigtess adults emerge and ky 
the eggs, dias completing tiw life cyde. 

The adito are not ooosidered pests. WiA last year's 
large popidaiioo. the potential tor tremendous amounts 
of egp this year is causbig much omcem. Whetiier 
natural parasites ot ooM weather will reduce tiie 
po0idatioB can oi^ be qwcidated. 

The drfoUatioa tiiat oocured last year was covered up 
by new growth during June and early -July. No per- 
manent damage was done, but the trees were stressed to 
replace the lost foliage. Two consecutive years of 
defoliation can cause a dedine in tree vigor, especially in 
hardwood trees. A weakened condition will not kill trees 
directiy. It makes the (dant susceptabk to serious 
damage fhm other pests «diidi normally are of minor 
significance.

The Amberjack will be 
added to the Ust of eligible 
species when the 23th An- 
nual Virginia Saltwater 
Fishing Tournament 
opens Saturday, May 1. It 
will carry a minimuni 
weight of 45 pounds.

IRS Warns Beachers Of Energy Schemes 



Tlie Intenud Revenue 
services hu advised that 
Virginia Beadi residents 
beware of a sales scheme 
being performed bf some 
energy savings product 



According to Susan Lin- 
den-Brooks of the KS, the 
deception invdves telling 
consumers of energy-sav- 
ing items that there is a 
tax credit should they pur- 
chase certain goods, when 
in fiact the items do not 
qualify for credits. 

"Many individuals can 
claim a residential energy 
tax credit for energy con- 
servation items and re- 
newable energy equip- 
ment." says Broolcs. 
"However, some peo|de 
may be misled by false 
advertisement claiming 
that certain eligible pro- 
ducts qualify for the tax 
credit." 

Certain items are spec- 
ifically excluded from the 
residential energy tax cre- 
dit, accordmg to Brooks. 
"For example, drapes, 
carpeting, and exterior 
siding may have an in- 
sulating and energy con- 



serving effect, but are pri- 
marily decorative or struc- 
tural. Other items not 
quaUfying for the credit 
include wood, coal, or 
peat-bunung stoves; air 
and water heat pumps; 
fans and flourescent 
lights." 

Solar energy systems 
qualify for the renewable 
energy credit," she adds. 
"However, solar equip- 
ment costs do not include 
the cost of a supplemen- 
ts^ heating or cooUng 
system if that system uses 
other non-renewable 
energy sources. Any dual 
purpose component (such 
as duct work) of a com- 
bined system will be con- 
sidered non-qualifying 
property, ^k> allocation oS 
costs is allowed." 

The residential energy 
tax credit. Brooks ex- 
plains, is made up of two 
credits: the energy con- 
servation credit and the 
renewable energy source 
credit. Some of the most 
common conservation 
products include storm 
and thermal window and 
doors, insulation, or an 



autcxnatic set-back therm- 
ostate to save energy 
when no one is home, she 
says. 

"For energy conserv- 
ation items, taxpayers can 
take a credit otl5 percent 
of the first $2,000 spent, 
with a maximum credit of 
$300. The credit is based 
on the cost of items in- 
stalled after April 19, 
1977, and before January 
1, 1986. Also, the indivi- 
dual's principal residence 
for which these items are 
purchased and installed 
must have been built or 
substantially completed , 
before April 20, 1977." 

Renewable energy 
source equipment, such 
as sciLar c»Ueaors, wind- 
mills, or geothermal de- 
vices, are eligible for the 
renewable energy source 
credit. Brooks reports. 

"The credit is 40 per- 
cent of the first $10,000 
spent. Unlike the energy 
ccHiservation credit, this 
credit may be claimed fa: 
equipment installed in 
connection with a pers- 
sonal residence no matter 
when it was built. The 



cost of leasing renewable 
energy source property is 
not eligible for the energy 
credit." 

To compute the credit, 
taxpayers should use 
Form 5695, "Energy 
Credits," and enter the 



credit on Une 45 on the 
Form 1040. Individuals 
should keep in mind that 
if a credit is claimed for an 
ineligible item, the tax 
which was due, as well as 
interest and penalties, 
wiU be assessed. 



For more information, 
the free IRS Publication 
903, "Energy Credits for 
Individuals," is available 
by using the order form 
found in the tax package, 
says Brooks.

Promoters 
OasliOver 
Fighter

Stanley F. Bennett, Jr.. 
hasn't bad anxasy life. 

In the summer of 1972 
his 22 year old brother 
drowned ib the Chesa- 
peake Bay. Ihe Coast 
Guard called off its search 
for Thomas, so Bennett 
rented a plane and re- 
trieved his brother on his 
own. In 1978, Bennett's 
10-year-dd son David was 
found slain on the Eastern 
Shore. The killer's ident- 
ity is stiU unknown. 

fa June of 1979, Ben- 
nett, then a 15 year Vir- 
ginia Beach Police Of- 
ficer, was in an on-duty 
motorcycle accident that 
left him with a concus- 
sion, abrasions and cuts 
on the back (rf^ his head, an 
exidoded right ear drum, 
crushed left wiist (immov- 
albe now), broken right 
hand and thumb, broken 
pelvis, Ix-oken hip and 
back, ruptured bladder, 
and stoipach musdes rip- 
ped from, pelvis. After six 
operation^, a steel re- 
wired stonubrfa, and hav- 
ing muscles^tretched 
from his thigh to hold his 
stomach in. Bennett left 
the V.B.P.D. on Feb. 15, 
1981. He bought a restau- 
raitt, the Surfrider, 18th 
and Mediterranean Ave- 
nue, and is now planning 
to promote Virginia

Bennett, who has been 
honored by both Virginia 
Beach and Norfolk police 
departments for heroic 
police work, and served as 
a sergeant in the 
V.B.F.D.'s sophisticated 
SPOT bureau, admiu he 
hasn't much of a boxing 
background, but his love 
for the sport, and a Vir- 
ginia Beach boxer named 
Ric "The Virginia Beach 
Bomber" Lainhart. is 
pressing him onward. 

"I didn't consider box- 
ing promoting until about 
two or three months ago; 
it's totally new to me," 
Bennett said. "That's 
when I first met Ric and 
Mike Vaughan (Lain- 
hart's trainer and man- 
ager). I had known Ric for 
about a year, even been 
fishing with tiim, but I 
didn't know of his athletic 
background. Mike des- 
cribed Ric's potential to 
mt anu we talked about 
promoting. 



$200 for Lainhart's first 
fight, plus $30 increases 
for each consecutive win. 
After-three wins Lainhart 
expected $300 after his 
most recent fight, where 
he knocked out his Las 
Vegas opponent, with 
over 20 pro fights to his 
credit, less than two min- 
utes into the first round. 
Martin said that because 
Lainhart would not sign a 
20 fight contract with his 
promoting company, plus 
another exclusive contract 
with Contact Sports , 
Inc., PortsmouA, the ar- 
rangements for payment 
were negated. 

Lainhart, who had been 
one of Martin's best 
draws, said he doesn't 
want to fight now for 
Martin. 

"He didn't give us what 
he promised," Lainhart 
said.

announced its dioice for a water source was Lake 
Oaskin.

Lake Oaskin. The reservoir was in place, Vepco which 
owned the lake agreed to let SPSA have the water at a 
pnot representing the amount Vepco lost in power, 
which was^a good price, but the opposition, especially 
from North Carolina, was too great. 

Curling also pointed out that back in 1962 Norfolk 
County and Princess Anne County looked into the 
possit^ty of using Somerton. 

Sussex County, where Assamoosick Swamp is 
located, is in the process of becomdng a member of SP- 
SA.

Beans Prefer Warm Soil

One of the most common vegetables planted in 
Virgjiiia Beach gardens are beans. 

Beuu can be planted in the q>nng as soon as the soil 
is wann (i^ril) through August to ivovide a continuous 
harvest. Rapid germination can be encouraged by a 30 
minute soak in warm water before planting, a 24 hour 
soak is even better. Innoculating seeds with nitrogen- 
fixing bacteria may increase yidkl on new land. 

Most beans prefer warm soU for rairid, uniform ger- 
mination. If you (riant during vM, wet spring weather 
seedsmay rot. The optimum SOU temperature for beans 
to germinate it 68*F - 95*F. The sofl pH shoidd be 6.0 to 
6.S, which is adequate for most vegetable crops. 

Beans grown for the pod. such as snapbeans, are the 
moft oommon. However, lome bouu are grown 
primarily for the bean itsdf and not the pod, for exam- 
ple Uaia betas, and lOybeut, 

Bush beans are die most popular because of their 
earl^^ppi^iiiity and miidmam space requirencnts. Most 
vaikdes Of bosJI beans wfll have pods ready for harve^ 
SO to go days ftom seeding 

When planting new gardens friMR beans have not 
been grown pievioasty, consider treating the seeds with 
an innoeidaat. Innocakfltt contaiB Ditrofen-fbdng bac- 
teria and are sold vadcr a number of trade names. 

Bean seeds siioald be planted one inch deep in weD- 
drained, totfle SOIL Beans reqntoe moderate amoonto of 

fcrtiliaer dnring the growing season. like most other 
kcnmes, beans devdop a mntwdiy ben^dal rdation- 
sUp with SOU bacteria to form nodnks (nttrofen fac- 
tories) on the roots. The bacteria hi or on the nodules 



odBvert ainiospheTic nibt)gen inio a farm that the plant 
can use as food. Thebacteria benefit by exracting sugars 
from the bean roots for growth. 

Liglit q)plications of fertilizer sidedressed after heavy 
bloom and pod set can be hdpful. Be careful not to 
over-fertilize since excessive plant growth ddays 
maturity and can reduce yidds. 

Shmt rows (10-13 ft.) of bush varieties phmted every 
two to three weeks throughout the season should keep 
the average family in beans all summer. As a rule, ex- 
pect to harvest about one-quarter pound of pods per 
squre foot of bush beans and eight ounces for pole 
beans. 

Pick young snaps when the seeds are small and the 
pods are firm. Frequent piddngs usuaUy encourage con- 
tinued production for a longer period of time. 

If ytra find yoorsdf with a bundi of overmature pods 
don't throw them away. Shdl them and use like dry 
beans. These green shdled beans don't require as much 
cooking as dry beans . 

There are varieties (horticuttural types) especially 
devdoped as shdl beans. 

Bush Varieties you may want to try are Contender, 
Slenderette. Qreencrop. and Oator Oreen. Hie best pde 
variety that I know of is the dd favorite Keatudqr 
Wonder. 

The most popular bush variety of Uma beans is For- 
dhook 2tt because it sets pods even under adverse 
growing condMoos. Abo available are Henderson and 
Jadoon Wander. 

The major bisect problem of beans is the Mexican 
bean beede.

The purpoae4>f the committee is multi-facetted. The 
Gommtttee acts as vdiick by which the citizens of 
l^ginia Beach can activdy participate in crime preven- 
tion and crime reduction programs. Members of the 
conmdttee have and continue to assist the crime preven- 
tion office of the police department in giving block 
security presentations to the various communities in our 
dty. This serves to pcnnt out crime problems and 
establish community based invention programs. This 
increases the dtizens awareness and points out the need 
for citizen involvement. Once the citizens have been 
stimulated crime is usually reduced. 

The crime prevention steering committee supports the 
efforts of the police and attempu to improve the at- 
titudes and onnmunications between the citizens and 
police communities.

Liverman admires El Salvadoreans who vote 
in spite of diversity

"The people of Virginia Beach 
should become more involved with city 
issues than with the politics of the 
United States," asserts six-year 
Virginia Beach Voter Registrar CleU 
Liverman. "City Council elections af- 
fect them more than Presidential." 

Liverman, now co-ordinating her 
twelfth public election for the city, 
can't understand why, in a big affluent 
city full of intelligent, progressive 
citizens, more votes aren't cast during 
local elections. 

In the Nov., 1980 Presidential elec- 
tion, 79,747 out of 100,435 registered 
Virginia Beach voters voted. The May, 
1980 Virginia Beach Councilmanic 
etection, by contrast, drew 24,794 of 
the city's 80.702 registered voters. This 
year Virginia Beach lists 95.101 
registered voters, but Liverman predic- 
ts the voter turnout will only range 
b«w«cn 2S.0OO and 30,000. 

How docs Liverman assess these 
figures?

"I'm disappointed...! wish I knew 
what could be done to get more peoi% 
involved with the local voting 
process," Liverman said. "We in the 
Registrar's office work as hard 
preparing for the local as we do for the 
national elections. When wc see low 
voter turnouts for the local election, it 
makes us think that all this work 
preparing for the voters, and getting 
voter registration information to Rich- 
mond is a waste of time when people 
aren't interested in voting." 

Liverman, who notes there are no 
changes in voter precinct lines or 
polling places since the last election, 
recalls the 1972 Beach Councilmanic 
dection whidi featured a slate of 26 
candidates. That year, 19,837 of the 
city's 65,286 registered voters voted. 

"1 consider that a bad tuniout." 
Uverman said, "but that is about the 
average for City Coooca dectkns. Tlje 
Preridential ckctk» that year polled 
almost 10% of Virginia Beach's 
registered voten." 

In the upcoming TucKiay. May 4 
ekction. 24 candidates arc compctiog 
for six open seats. Only two incumben- 
ts. Barbara Henley. Pungo Borough, 
and Mayor J. Henry McCoy, Jr., 



KempsviOe, are seeking redection. The 
four other incumbents. Dr. Clarence 
Holland. Bayside Bonmgh. and three 
other at-large Council members, 
Patrick Standing, E. T. "Joe" 
Buchanan, and F. Reid Ervin decided 
not to run again. 

Debate often arises in Virgnia Beach 
over whether voters dect candidates 
for their stand on the issues, per- 
sonality and charm, or the size of the 
campaign budget. 

"Issues affect the turnout." Liver- 
man said. "There is a higher degree of 
voter participation in local elections 
when a referendum is on th^ ballot. 
And of course they turn out for the 
Presidential election; but the local dec- 
dons don't bring them in." 

Without intending to sound Utter, 
Liverman suggests that most 
Americans, induding many Virginia 
Beach residents, take Democratic 
freedoms, and voting for granted. 

"The dtizens arc not partfenlarily 
intaested in Democracy." Liverman 
said. "I would like to see newspaper 
election headlines hke those during the 
elections in El Salvador. I would like to 
lee people go to the polls in spite of 
diversity. Many peot>le fai Virginia 
Beach, since they can't walk to the 
polls, don't vote. It makes no sense to 
me at all. They drive everyday to the 
library, grocery store, or spa. But they 
won't go once a year, or every couple 
of years to vote. "It's too easy to vote 
in the U.S." 

Not every Virginia Beach resident is 
allowed to vote. Obviously, those not 
registered can't vote, nor rtiose people 
under 18 can't vote. Convicted fdons 
and people legally judged mentally in- 
competent are also banned from 
voting. 

But even if everyone were allowed to 
vote in every public election there are 
still those who should not vote. 

"If you're not knowledgeable of the 
issues, and of the dty's and the can- 
didate's concern over the issues, don't 
vote." Liverman said. "If you don't 
know what you're doing, don't vote." 
Liverman said Virginia Beach ranks 
equally with other comparably sized 
Virginia dties in terms of voter par- 
tidpation. 

Looking ahead to the 1980 Virginia 
Beach Councilmanic election, the 
following Council members wiU be up 
for reelection: John Bwun, Black- 
wner; Reba MoClinaii, Princcsi An- 
ne; Butch Kitchitt. Bead); and Haroki 

Heiichobcr and Meycra Obemdorf. 
both at-large.

Meal Tax Discussed At Hearing

Over 10.000 Virgiilia Beach dtizem 
may have decided that "the days of 
wine and roses are over," but others 
did not seem ready to accept "beer and 
buttercups" instead. 

The public hearing on the proposed 
1982-83 operating budget of Virginia 
Beach attracted 238 people in the 
Council Chamben and hundreds more 
in the corridors Monday night. This 
was the occasion when citizens got to 
speak on the budget and 6 t6ok advan- 
tage of the opportunity. 

The last speaker. Helen Love, a 
citizen who has frequently expressed 
her views before Council in the past, 
summed up the meeting when she said 
the speakers say. "don't cut my this, 
don't cut my that. We can't get it into 
our heads that the days of wine and 
roses are over and we have to get uito a 
beer and buttercups economy." 

She said she was in favor of the ten- 
cents meal tax which she said has had 
no effect on the restaurant business. 
She suggested that the tax could be a 
graduated tax-five percent for the 
beaneries frequented by low-income 
diners and 10 percent for the 
"restaurateurs." She said she couldn't 
believe that people will travel 45 miles 
roundrip to another city (at ciaiined by 
the restaurant interests earlier) to save 
a buck on a meal ticket. 

She said she saw some discrepancy 
between the 2Vi percent increase in 
salaries propoacd for city personnel 
and 10 percent for teachers "and 
howling for more." 

She said that under the State law. 
"which is stupid." Council cannot say 
how the School Board budget will be 
spent. Therefore she advised the 
teachers to go to the School Board and 
demand salary increases from them. 

She ako suggested holding the line at 
the real estate tax rate at 72 cents per 
$100 valuation rather than increase it 
10 cenu as proposed. She said the 
property owners have been "clob- 
bered" with increased assessments. She 
also luggetted reducing the budget of 
each department across the board by 
five percent and letting the departmen- 
ts figure out how to save money. 

"And God have mercy on ut aU," 
she concluded. 

By the time Mrs. Love spoke close to 
12:30 a.m. Tuesday, the audience had 
thinned out considerably. Council, 
which had started meeting in informal 
session at 5:30 p.m., then in executive 
session, started the regular Council 
session at 7 p.m. The public hearing 
did not get underway until 8 p.m. 

People in the halls grew restive as 
proceedings over loud speakers were 
difficult to follow over the jjouw Of the 
crowd. Fire Chief Harry Dkael stuck 
strictly to the 238 maximum in the 
Council Chambers raising the ire of 
Channel 13 pliot()gi|iplier Mikf Bal^ 
cock who was not allowed in until after 
some of the regular agenda item 
speakers kft. FiDm approxianiely 7 Id 
8 p.m. Council considered a number of 



resohitions and planning items which, 
sometimes were difficult to follow 
because of the opening and dosing of 
doors and the underlying current of 
sound. 

One speaker. Charles Bowman said 
that the hearing should have been hdd 
in a larger auditorium, and Mayor Ihr. 
J. Henry McCoy Jr.. who limited 
speakers (most of them) to three 
minutes apiece, said he agreed with 
Bowman but that it was too late to do 
anything at that p<rint. 

Alan Dalton. president of the North 
Virginia Beach Civic League, presented 
Coundl with a petition signed by more 
than 10.000 dtizens, he said, who want 
the real esUte tax to remain the same 
or lowered, to limit the $262,730,295 
budget proposed to the amount of the 
current budget of $242,453,271 and to 
establish a policy to stop increasing the 
costs in the budget. He said that caintal 
outlays for such things as air con- 
ditioiiing, desks, and chairs could be 
deleted. 

Tourism is not the responsibility of 
the dty alone but promotion should be 
shared by the business interests, he 
said. He said that all dty activities, 
such as the Fanners Market, should be 
self-supporting aad recommended 
hiring a highly-respected consulting 
firmto lookat thejaty's«(»nomy. 

Each department should be given a 
reduced budget and cutting should be 
left up to the department itsdf . He said 
the dtizens do support salary increases 
for fire and police personnel. "They 
deserve it." 

Other speakers were concerned with 
reports that Council would consider 
redudng services. Their fears were 
based on possible budget cuts submit- 
ted by Interim Gty Manager. Oika 
Dodd. on April 13 at the request of 
City Coundl. The cuts show savinp of 
$2,342,475. $4,943,384 or $8,242,841. 
Dodd said he recommended none of 
these cuts. 

In a sutement preceding the public 
hearing Dodd rdtereated that he did 
not reconunend any programs on the 
list be eliminated, nor did he recom- 
mend any cuts which would adversely 
affect nranidpal emidoyea. He also 
said, "if Council were to consider 
eliminating dther the general 2Vi per- 
cent pay raise or the proposed merit 
pay, while at the same time funding 
employee pay increases for the School 
Board, the implication for future em- 
ployee actions could be profound. 

He said the budget increase of 10.3 
percent over alst year's includes absor- 
bing a 500 percent increase in Vepco 
. rates and a 42 percent increase in the 
rate of contribution to the retirement 
system. 

He, sai<l that, implementation of the 
cuts #ubin|tt«i off-Aikil 13 calls for a 
reduction in force, demotions for 
many employees, a decUne in morale 
and dIkiNiicy kn4 \txxkmm iif Person- 
nel Board hearings and unemployment 
insurance costs. For every 100 em- 
pkqfcetlaid iiffplhir<lty«oild licilr ill 
unemployment insurance costs alone 



up to $358,000. 

The Parks and Recreation budget 
was supported by senior dtizens. the 
handicapped—two in wheelchairs, 
spokesmen for youth activities and 
other adult activities. Library ad- 
vocates spoke out as did teachers and 
their supporters. 

Others opposed the allocation of 
$250,000 to the Eastern Virginia 
Medical School unless the school's in- 
vitro fertilization clinic is dosed and a 
police spokesmen soiight higher salary 
increases for the police personnd. 

Some speakers supported higher 
taxes and others asked for reduced 
taxes. Langley Land seemed to want it 
both ways. He supported good salaries 
for teachers and consideration for 
other dty workers espedally in the 
lower income brackets. He said, 
however, that dty taxes go op every 
year with 10 to 40 percent increases in 
real esUte assessments. He said that 
taxes should not be raised but 



suggested the dty should operate on 
the present budget without cutting ser- 
vices. He said people are out of work 
and snudl bustncsses suffer. He also 
suggested reducing the tax on meals 
and roams. 

The best coordinated presentation 
was made by restaurant intoxsts who 
want the 10 percent meal tax reduced. 
Along with charts and statistics they 
had Dr. Michael Olsen. a VPI 
professor, who made a presentation on 
the vulnerability of the restaurant 
business. 

Restauranteur Robert Herman, 
asked that the meal tax be rolled back 
to five percent as it was before last 
summer. He said that the tax was too 
high espedally with the gratuity. 

He said the tax affects local dtiasens 
as well as tourists and has discouraged 
low income people from eating out 
altogether, reduced middle income 
people from eating at full-service

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Getting Back To Nature 



Active, Passive Solar Energy 
Changing Virginia Beach's Skyline 



If Beach builders are not 
taking passive solar into ac- 
count now, they are building 
structures ah-eady obsolete

The same energy problon that has changed the shape , 
and size of American automobiles now is altering the 
skyline of Virginia Beach. ^ 

Rising everywhere is a new generation of office 
buildings, homes, churches, schools and other struc- 
Uires that clearly show the unpact of heating and-^ 
tooling costs on design, location and use of construc- 
tion materials. 

If Beach builders are not taking passive solar into ac- 
count now. they are bmlding structures that are already 
obsolete. Energy is not getting any dieapar, nor is it get- 
iiiig imy mora pi&tifiil. In fwt. tteUly mn-p^Dutiiift 
inB3chaustfl>le energy source available to us is the sun. 
It's time we kanwd to make bettw use of tt. It is 
tstimated that the solar energy that reaches earth every 
three days is greater than tlw total of all its fMsU fuels. 

Although the term "solar energy" has been 
popularized only recently hi our vocabularies, ^caor 

cept of hetlint buiklinis M wen ■» *o*« ^* *« ""'" 
rays focs bade farther tbaa we can remember. Did the 
Pudilo Indians of Arizona and New Mexico know that 
ttiey were designins passWe solar energy systems when 
they coiutnicted didr thidi-walkd adobe huU? The 
walls absorbed the sun's heat during the day. and 
delayed its passage to the Interior of the hut until 
evening, when temperatures would plunge to uncomfor- 
tablelows. 

Thomas Jefferson employed energy-efficient com- 
mon sense in the design of MonticeUo. bringing in light 
through the circular ckreitory windows around the cen- 
tral dome, using south facing glass windows to let in 
light and heat, cooling tunneb and thick masonry walls. 

An example of enagy-efficiency just after the QvU 
War was to be found in a bmlding designed by General 
Montgomery Meigs (The Pension Building Building hi 
Washington D. C. ) in which air vents low fat the sides of 

the buiWing allowed cod air to come inside, be warmed 
by the building's occupants, and rise up through large 
open skylights on the roof. A natural vacuum was 
aeated which continued to draw in cool air from below 
and change the buikling's total air supply approximately 
every two minutes. Todays homeowner can install a 
whole house fan for around $200 Which wiU accomplish 
a similar quick-co<ding tedmique. 

The look and fed and lifestyle often assodated witii 
passive solar Uving today is part of a worldwide trend in 
getting back to nature. Of course, "getting back to 
nature" is nothing new dther. Several hundred years

ago in Europe when the average dtizen lived in horrible 
slumlike comfitions in the crowded dtict and only the 
monardi, foUowed by tiie nobility, followed by tiie 
anonymous wealthy dtizen could afford planted parks 
with fountains and flowers. Rousseau popularized the 
cult of the "natural man" and encouraged the thinking 
men of his day to get in touch with nature and his 

I 

natural environment. 

In the *Ws Stephen Gaskin and some of his friends 
attempted to gd back to nature and founded The Farm 
in Summertown. Tennessee, whkdi to this day is one of 
the few alternative lifestyle communities in the United 
States to survive and flourish. The Farin is attracting 
new attention these days for its solar construction 
projects. It has a new 6.000 sq. ft. passive solar school 
and a 1,400 sq. frr^usive/active solar house. All of the 
cooling and 80^ of the heating for the schoolhouse is 
passive solar. They are also working on a double- 
envdope log house with solar greenhouse and trying 
wind power, gasohol. methane production and 
photovoltaic cells. 

Aspen. Colorado is in tiie heartiand of passive solar 
initiative. Aspen's Pritkin County Airport Terminal 
oieeto more than AS^ of its heating needs - at tem- 
peratures ranging down to 25 degrees Fahrenhdt - with 
a unique passive solar system that is hdping to raise the 
public's passive energy awareness levd. 

The heavily insuhited buikling recdves solar radiation 



tiirough solar window walls on tite souUi and roof 
skylights, which are equipped wifli automatic louvres 
that open during heat gain periods or dose to prevent 
heat loss. The terminal interior's exposed conaete 
masonry wall and concrete slab floor provide high 
thermal mass tm collection and storage of solar heat, 
which u supplemented by a gas-fired boUer and waste 
heat recovered from lighting fixtures. 

In the mild Aspen summers, mechanical air con- 
ditioning is unnecessary, and the building is cooled by 
natural ventiktion. while heat gain is reduced by virtue 
of its int^al design features, such as high thermal 
mass, perimeter overhangs for shade, clos«l skylights 
and windows that actually open. > 

Aaoss the United States there are certain areas where 
your "sotar luck" is better and Tidewater. Virginia is 
high on the list, due to the fortunate combination of our 
mild climate and tiic availability of solar radiation ( a 
lotta sunny days ). The citizens of Uic Sunny SouUiwest, 
i.e. New Mexico/ Arizona/Colorado arc only a littie bit 
ahead of us here in Tidewater (The Sunny Southeast) in 
availability of sunny days, but we have considerable 
catching up to do in claiming our share of energy- 
efficient buUdings. But those progressive ones who have 
made the switch to passive solar can tell you what a 
positive difference it's made in tiieir lives and in their 
energy bills.

Like raosi people I know who 
live in solar homes. I am ecstatic 
about (he many pleasures this 
new lifestyle has given roe.

More specifically, my 
goal was to save the money I 
would pay for energy. Solar 
energy seemed the ideal solution 
to the energy shortages and high 
energy costs.

In short, I diKOvered that 
Hving with panivc solar hc^t is a 
dynamic and sensual experience. 
Uving in a home that responds 
so directly to Ac wcatha. I have 
become attuned to the daily and 
seasonal changes of the natural 
world. The temperature of my 
home varies throughout the day. 
sometimes as much as 20 
degrees. Qoudy days are com- 
pletely different from sunny 
days. Winter, Sfmng, Summer 
and Fall days all have their 
uniqiw qualities to be experien- 
ced. 

For me, the energy crisis has 
turned out to be an opportunity 
instead of an obstacle. Now that 
1 have the privilege of living with 
solar energy, I enthu s iastical l y 
recommend passive solar as a 
truly superior way to live. My 
passive stdar home cost me no 
more per square foot than a con- 
vcnUooaMuMne. I truly enjoy 
living with the sun and I save 
enough on my Vepco bill to af- 
ford some other luxuries.

Although it is rumored that federal tax credits for 
solar energy and conservation devices will soon disap- 
pear, the incentives to save money against the rising cost 
of fossil fuels, natural gas and electricity, provide the 
impetus for installing energy efficient devices. 
Moreover, those with money to build from the ground 
up should consider their options for the future. Will the 
man who is able to build a S500,000 hoilse today, which 
be may want to leave to his children and grandchildren, 
be able to provide them with access to the energy it will 
take to heat and cool it in 2012? Or even 1992? 

So, for all those people who turn up thdr traditiotial 
noses and say. "O, well, this solar thing is just a fad. 
and besides, it doesn't go with my heirloom furniture", 
perhaps they haven't seen the right architect. Perhaps 
they haven't seen enough solar homes and buildings that 
work.

Windows Guzzle Energy 



Windows are one of the 
biggest energy guzzlers in 
most homes or apartmen- 
ts. Even though windows 
occupy only \5*k of the 
average home's wall sur- 
face. 3S to 60% of a 
home's heat loss occurs 
through windows. And on 
a national kvd, the total 
heat Iocs from the win- 
dows of the U. S. homes is- 
equivalent to 300 million 
barrels of oil per year, or 
3% of the total annual use 
of purchased energy of all 
kinds. (Shurdiff . WilUam) 

An industry is stepping 
ftwward to aiddress these 
energy guzzlers, windows. 
It has been referred to as 
MOVABLE WINDOW 
INSULATION. The idea 
of using shades, shutten, 
scrscitt, letc. to address 
problems at windows is 
certainly not new. 
However, what is new is 
the particular attention 
being given to energy- 
efficient dressings at the 
window. 

Windows lose heat in 
four ways - infiltration, 
conduction, convection, 
and radiation. If the 
overall thermal efficiency 
of the window is to be 
upgraded, all four types of 
loss must be reduced. 

An important remedy 

for window heat loss is 
movable insulation-shut- 
ters, shada, and awnings, 
which completely cover 
windows at night and can 
be removed during the 
day. Movable insulation 



can reduce winter heat loss 
from a given window by as 
much as 50% to 7S% and 
can be just as effective to 
protect against imwanted 
solar gala In Oe 



Ttie Energy savings ac- 
crued with the judidoiis. 
use of movable window 
insulation can be just as 
much in summer months 
as in winter months.

Hk federal tax credit (IKS 
fonn 5695) to which you arc en- 
titled for installing a solar hot 
water heater b computed as 40^ 
of system cost up to SIO.OOO. 
Unlike a lax deduction which 
simply reduces your cross io- 
come, this credit is subtracted 
directly from the total federal in- 
come tax (ri9A for the year. 

For example, a solar system 
coeting HZ.SOO would earn a tax 
credit of SI .000. If your total 
federal income lax for the year 



were S2,000. and only SI ,000 had 
been withheld from your ear- 
nings, you would owe tM balan- 
ce of S1.000. But the $1,000 
credit for inatalHnt a solar 
system would offset that amount 
and you woaid owe IKS nothing. 

If your tax liability were zero 
for the year, that $1,000 tax 
credit would be carried over to 
the following ytut. Consequen- 
tly, a S2,500 system would have 
cost you only SI ,500.

a contractor. It is important to find the right 
professiooal. 

hlMUf Virginia Beadi hcMneowners will agree, that 
finding the contractor who can do a craftsman job is 
very confusing and time consuming. Here are some 
ideas in finding the right contractor to do that special 
job. 

One of the first irtaoes homeowners can begin to 
dieck is the ydlow pages, looking under specific 
headings such as "insulation", "solar" or "heat 
pump". This will ^ve you a good listing to begin your 
research. Another place to locate posable contractors 
would be referrals from your friends, rdatives and 
neighbon. This may give you more information about 
the quality job a contracts is capable of dmng. 

Once you have located some possible contractors, 
check them out. Call on at least three contractors, ob- 
tain a bid. CHie hint to remember is to try to confine 
choices to local outfiu whose reputation can be verified. 
Is the contractor a member of the local trade association 
such as Tidewater Builden Association or the Udewater 

H<Mne Improvement Business Association. What is their 
record of o«Maints with the Better Business Bureau. 

How many j(^ has the company completed and what 
type of formal training does the contractcH' m ai n ta in ? 
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Visit the business site location personally, this can give a 
lot of dues to the company. Another item you want to 
research is the quality materials and quality workman- 
ship which you mi^t check by contacting the contrac- 
tor's supidy ccmipany. 

Once you have obtiained three bids, compare prices 
but be sure the bid is an estimate given by a visit and not 
by phone. This helps in getting a fair estimate to com- 
pare. Beware of the bid that is considerably lower in 
comparison. Remember local amtract(M-'s may be lass 
expensive because they have no transportation and 
shipping costs reflected in the prices. Flags up when you 
hear "Now I can give you a discount if you could just 
steer me to some friend who'd like to buy". Virginia's 
law protects the consumer against referral sales or cash 
referrals. For more information, contact the Virginia 
Beach Consumer Protective IMvision. 

There needs to be a written agreement once you have 
selected the contractor. Read this contract very 
carefully. Do no sign under pressure and make sure you 
understand aQ parts of the contract. If there are any 
unusual specifications or conditioiu, put them in 
writing. Before signing the contract, be sure you have: 
starting and completion date, penalty clause for late 
comfdetion, performance guarantee, warranty (at least 
one year), payment schedule and the right to caned 
within three business days. 

This is just a few hints in researching for a contractor. 
Above all, beware of the con artist - they are out there!

resuunuits to fast-food establishments 
and "what we are hearing is that it is a 
rip off." He said that people will look 
for other places to vacation and tip 
less, affecting people who need the 
money the most. 

He reported other East Coast resorts 
have meal taxes of four, five or six cen- 
to compared to Virginia Beach's 10 
percent. 

Marty Young, a former teacher tur- 
ned waitress, said that with the 10 per- 
cent meal tax, a IS percent gratuity is 
too burdensome and she's taking the 
penalty. 

The Rev. H. C. Benjamin asked that 
the after-school recreation program be 
retained. This was one of the programs 
on the possible cut list. 

Henry Jackowiak wanted the senior 
citizen program continued the way it is. 
as did a preponderance of the speakers. 
Mary Ellen Cox pointed out that one- 
third of the nation's population is 
dderly and need social interaction sup- 
plied by the recreation department to 
remain emotionally and physically 
well. She said that the cutbacks in- 
volved the loss of transportation and 
center workers and reducing the senior 
centers from six to four.

Mrs. J. E. Foster was among the 
speakers supporting the recreation 
program for the mentally retarded. She 
said it gave children the opportunity to 
do things "Uke normal children." 

Jack Robertson, chairman of the 
Library Board asked for full funding of 
the library program. Possible budget 
reductions would eliminate one-day of 
service each week and Sunday and 
overtime hours at the Bayside Branch 
and reduce rural, housebound and 
bookmobile services. 

Robertson compared the Virignia 
Beach Ubrary with thoae in Norftrik.
